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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 09/945,543 on 
October 4, 2003. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Control 1 in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that the controls of Control 1 include some of the controls of 
Control 2. This is not found persuasive because although some similar steps are present in both 
species, they are indeed different species that function in a different manner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wheeler. Wheeler 
teaches a control device for a control of at least one parameter of a motor vehicle drive train that 
includes a drive apparatus 1 1 as well as a clutch apparatus 12 arranged in the drive train, said 
control device comprising: an engine control device 23 for controlling the position of at least 
one predetermined component of the drive apparatus; a clutch control device 16 for controlling 
the position of at least one predetermined component of the clutch apparatus; and a gradient 
regulator for maintaining a difference between an engine rotational speed gradient VIN and a 
transmission output-side rotational speed gradient VOUT(Step 55) to be smaller than a 
predetermined rotational speed gradient difference Kl and to approach each other at an end of a 
starting phase of the vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, and 3-47 are allowed.
